Her bright face 
and sunny smile was always welcomed 
at the lieilside of every soldier, while 
she workeil swiftly, silently and skill- 
fully, saving many and many a life. 

When the war wn.s over, the soldiers 
decided to give tlndr "friend” some 
token of their deep gratitude, as they 
knew they eould never thank her with 
words.

Facia .\boat tbe MoTcment of Farm- 

era From CnltivatrA to Wilder Ra- 

arlona— As-allable Cheap Lands May 

Be Divided Into Three Claasea. 

Many Settlera Expected Thla Tear. 

j An Interesting population* movement 
Is how at its height in the northwesi- 
eni states, writes the New Y’ork Post’s 
coyrespoudeut at Minneapolis under 
I the date of July 15. Owners of high 
priced farm lands In the older of these 
states an» selling out to richer or more 
contented neighbors and are moving 
west aud nortliwest, where they buy 
chc-apor lands from proprietors who 
are desirous of selling and putting the 
proceeds into still cheaper lands still 
farther west and borth. A fanner in 
Illiiiois or Iowa will sell his laud at 
. from (50 to (100 an acre and, moving 
into southern' Minnesota, buy a new 
farm at from (20 to (40 an acre. The 
; lajid of his new farm will be as rich 
as that of the old one, it is Just as ad- 
vantageously situated as regards the 
markets and will yield as good an In- 
come, yet the moving farmer may have 
^ made several thousand dollars by the. 
change. In ftie meantime the man he 
has bought out in southern Minnesota 
moves on Into the forest regions of the 
northern part of the state or Into the 
new farming lands that are being open- 
c«l In the Red river valley and North 
Dakota, paying from (2 to (10 for land 
which Is often very rich. 

In consetiuence of this movement of 
population and the great speculative 
Interest which has been aroused In 
northwestern lands In the last few 
years dealing In farm lands has grown 
Into a business of large proportions. 
On railroad trains beaded toward the 
region of cheap land may be seen farm- 
ers and siieculators.and the little towns 
where they take teams to drive Into 
the country are full Of sellers and buy- 
ers. 

The avnilahle cheap lands may be di- 
vided into three classes— railroad lands, 
cutover timber lands and homesteads. 
The railroad lands were those original- 
ly grantcil by the state or federal gov- 
ernment to railroad companies. These 
lands have been regularly sold by the 
railroads for many years, but tie pol- 
icy of the Northern Pacific since Its re- 
organlzatldn— that of disposing of the 
lands as rapidly 'as possible 'with a 
view to encouraging the promotion of 
Its tributary territory— has given the 
process a great Impetus within the last 
three years. The company has sold Its 
lands In North Dakota and Minnesota 
in a few large tracts of hxmdrcds of 
thousands of acres each at very low 
prices, sometimes not more than 75 
cents an acre, and rarely more than (2, 
The t-ompanles or firms purchasing 
these lands have generally placed them 
ou the market at double what was paid 
to the railroad company. These pur- 
chasers in turn add 50 cents or (1 to 
the price and sell to individual settlers 
or to colonies made up of tarniors from 
the more settled regions. In the end 
few of the lands actually taken for 
cultivation will have more than a sec- 
tion — 640 acres— to the farm, 'and the 
usual holding Is a quarter section. 

The cutover lands, found in southern 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
are those which originally wore cover- 
ed with pine forests. Sometimes these 
lands are barren, sometimes they are 
sandy and suited only to particular 
crops, but often they are as rich as any 
In the state, well watered^ good grass 
growers and Ideal for general farming 
or dairy purposes. But as they are 
held by thr lumber companies, which 
have no further use for them after the 
timber is removed, they are sold very 
cheaply. In fact, the lumber men often 
fall to attempt to pay the taxes. There 
is to be a general forfeit sale of such 
lands in Minnesota this fall. , 
-There still remains In tBe remoter 
parts of the forest region of northern 
Minnesota much government land- 
whlch may be taken up under the 
homestead laws. Last year the desire 
for cheap lands brought 150,000 people 
Into the northwestern states. New set- 
tlers have been coming in by special 
trains this year, and railroad officials 
estimate that 200,000 thrifty, hard- 
working fa.’nnera will be added to the 
population there this year.

QUEEN ELIZABETH’S FAULTS 



She Waa Very Vain and Inordinately 
Fond of Fine Dreij^. 

Y'et Elizabeth was never really suc- 
cessful with her wardrobe as a more 
feminine woman might have been. Her 
drespes were never beautiful, only lu- 
dicrously and most Inappropriately 
magnificent— laden with Jewels, weight- 
e<l down with cloth of gold, stiff with 
silver embroidery and so heavy that 
even her big, powerful frame must, 
without supporting vanity, have feU 
the fatigue of carrying them about. 
Elizabeth was certainly vain, but she 
cannot claim femininity merely on that 
acc-ount, for vanity is by no means an 
exclusively femiuine characteristic. 
There are perhaps more vain women 
than vain men because women have 
more leisure and their costumes afford 
greater opportunities for vanity than 
the strangely hideous clothing which 
custom has arranged for men, but no 
thoughtful (feminine) observer can 
doubt that a vain man is vainer than a 
vain woman.

They 
wore laden with jewels, and it was her 
habit in public to pull her rings off 
with absent artlessm-ss and push them 
on again, moving those white hands* 
nliont in the most obvious way. Once, 
during the grave consideration of a 
state paper, wherein her cold sagacity 
never took second place, she interrupt- 
e«l the discussion to ask whefher the 
Due d’ Anjou, who was at one time one 
of her suitors, had Ix-en told what a 
pretty foot she had and how white and 
well rounded was her arm? This In 
the woman who financed the armada 
with hard headed economy, who dared 
the sujM’rstitious terrors of her own 
wmseienoe in her high handed and Im- 
pudent treatment of the bishops, whose 
Interest in methods of torture for stale 
prisoners was most mechanical and in- 
telligent, entirely unhampered by any 
squeamish feminine hesitation as to 
lilood or pain. Is most curious. 

In connection with this last charac- 
teristic of cruelty vanity is not at all 
niipre<*edonted. lnde<‘d. If one observe 
elosoly one will notice that excessively 
vain persons have almost -always a 
strange Inclination toward cruelty. 
Tile .accounts of what Queen Elizabeth 
liermitted and indeed commanded in 
tlii.s respect will hardly bear reading 
li.v us sen.sitive folk today.— Margaret 
Di’Ianil in Harper’s Bazar.

If the negro had lK?en forced to com- 
p.’t,'* for existence in .Vmcrlca, he would 
have l)ocn crushed out by the civilized 
P'lWer, as the Indian has been, says 
.\PK>rt Phelps In The Atlantic, but the 
pccnilar institution of slavery protect- 
ed liiin mrt only from this competition, 
liKt also, liy artificial means, from thqi>e 
grt iu forces of nature which inevitably 
wel l out the weaker organisms and 
wliich oj.erate most unrestrainedly up- 
on the ignorant savage.
